OPS THE: ‘ 
BOARD OF EDUCATION 


FELLow Citizens :— 

Our common schools have long been 
regarded as being of vastly more importance in shaping the desti- 
nies of our country, and in providing for tts future welfare, than 
the higher institutions of laerning, because they exert a more direct 
influence on the minds and habits of the people, and lie at the root 
and foundation, and are a part of our system of government. 

The school-house was one of the first structures which our 
forefathers reared in the wilderness, and defended against 
savage warfare and violence. Amid the perils, struggles and hard- 
ships of pioneer live they did not forget the power of knowledge, 
and the value of an education. 

Time has not lessened its worth, nor has the necessity for it in 
any way decreased. Rather the need for training the mind to use- 
ful knowledge grows greater and greater as the years roll by. 

Recognizing then the truthfulness of this observation, let us give 
to the subject that serious thought and consideration its importance 
demands. ; 

_ While we are not called upon to face the same dangers and make 
the sacrifices that our fathers were, in the early days of the republic, 
yet, in this town of Stoddard, we are to-day confronted by a dan- 
ger probably not contemplated by them, and one that should fill us 
with alarm. Werefer to the danger of our total annihilation as 
a town. 

Our older inhabitants have lived to see its population reduced 
from twelve hundred in 1820, to a little more than five hnndred at 
the present time, with whole school districts depopulated, and the 
school-houses either wholly disappearing or gradually rotting away. 

If we can do nothing to arrest this decay, we cando much to 
hasten it by neglecting our common schools. 


~ 
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One of the first questions asked by a prospective buyer of a farm 
is, ‘‘What kind of schools do you have?’ and to the citizens of 
this town we say, what kind of schools do you propose to have dur- 
the coming year? While we would not urge any extravagance, a 
more liberal appropriation than last year would greatly enhance the 
value of our schools, by enabling the Schoo] Board to add_ to their 
length. We believe it would redound to the credit of the town to 
raise a sum in addition to the amount required to be raised by law. 

Much of the benefit to be derived from our schools is lost through 
the indifference of scholars and their parents about attending. In- 
stances of this apparent lack of interest have been observed during 
the past year, and we would especially urge upon parents that they 
look to it that their children be made to take advantage of the op- 
portunities afforded them, so far as circumstances will admit. 

During the year 1888 there were four different schools in town 
agoregating 60.6 weeks, at an expense of $363.00 for wages and 
board. We find on the registers the names of 99 different scholars, 
with 91 attending two weeks or more. . Five have been schooled out 
of town at a cost of $25.50 for tuition. In the case of one of these 
(Festina Darling), an additional expense of $12.00 for board was 
incurred. This was found neeessary in order to save cost and 
give her the advantage of a school. | 

Our schools were much better attended in the spring than during 
the fall term, which fact we asscribe to the many very stormy days 
and the bad traveling during the latter term. A detailed report of 
our schools is as follows :— 


SCHOOL NO. 1. (Center.) 


The spring term was taught by Miss Louise E. Dunsmoor, of 
Bradford, Mass., a graduate of the N. H. Normal School, and a 
teacher of uncommon ability. Earnest of purpose, thorough in her 
methods of instruction, and energetic in action, she gained the en- 
tire confidence of her pupils, and developed in them an interest and 
enthusiam productive of the best results. ‘Che school was in every 
way a success, and the examination exercises were very pleasing. 
The term consisted of 8 weeks; number of scholors 35, All of 
them studied arithmetic, reading and spelling; 23 penmanship, 9 
geography, 11 grammar, 5 history, 4 algebra, 2 book-keeping, and 
1 physiology. Wages of teacher per month, including board, $32.00 
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For the fall term the school was placed in charge of Miss Alice 
S. Appleton of Marblehead, Mass., a graduate of the Framingham 
Normal School, but without experience as a teacher. So far as 
scholastic attainments are concerned, Miss Appleton was well qual- 
ified to conduct the school, but her government was a failure. Af- 
ter the school had continued 6.4 weeks and various attempts on the 
part of the School Board to improve its discipline had resulted in 
naught, and being unwilling to see the money of the town expended 
to so little purpose, the Board decided to request Miss Appleton’s 
resignation, which was accordingly received. Number of scholars at- 
tending 35; all attended to reading and spelling, 34 to arithmetic, 
12 Geography; 9 Grammar and 7 to algebra. Wages of teach- 
er per month including board $30.00. The remainder of the 
term, 2.6 weeks, was taught by Miss Carrie E. Hardy, who proved 
herself equal to the occasion, and handled the school with consum- . 
mate skill. Remarks made in regard to her school in No. 2 will ap- 
ply here. The examination showed results hardly te be expected 
in so short a time. For several reasons it was thought best to make 
a distinction and call this a third term. Number of scholars at- 
tending 19; all studied reading and spelling, 16 penmanship, 7 ge- 
ography. 6 grammar, 5 history, and 2 algebra. Wages of teacher 
‘per month, including board, $30.00 


SCHOOL NO. 2. (near Mr. Abbott’s) 


The spring term, 8 weeks, was kept by Miss Cora F. Shepardson, 
of Marlow. ‘The merits of this school consisted of its thoroughness, 
but we think more ground should have been covered, especially by 
the advanced classes. Number of scholars attending 20. All of 
them attended to reading, 17 to spelling and arithmetic, 14 to pen- 
manship, 12 geography, 3 grammar, | physiology, and 2 book-keep- 
in. Wages of teacher per month, including board, ¢22.00 

The fall term of 9 weeks was taught by Miss Carrie E. Hardy of 
Nelson, an experienced and successful teacher. Miss Hardy is 
full of enthusiasm in her vocation and didactic to an eminent de- 
gree. She did much to encourage her pupils along the line of en- 
deavor, and to impress upon their minds the importance of well 
learned lessons. The result is apparent in the high percentage 
shown in the record of daily recitations. The examination on the 
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last day showed progress as well as thoroughness, and was very in- 
teresting. Number of scholars attending 19; all studied reading, 
spelling, and penmanship, 15 arithmetic, 8 geography, 38 grammar, 
2 history, 3 book-keeping, and 1 physiology. Wages of teacher per 
month, including board, $22.00 . : 


SCHOOL NO. 3. (South Stoddard.) 


The spring term of 8 weeks was kept by Miss Grace A. McClure. 
This was her first attempt at teaching, and was very creditable to 
her. Good order was maintained, lessons were well learned, a good 
degree of interest manifested, and good progress made. There 
were but two instances of tardiness during the term, and seyen 
names were found on the roll of perfect attendance. 

Number of pupils attending 25 ; all studied reading and spelling, 
19 penmanship, 8 arithmetic, 7 geography, 4 grammar, and 3 phys- 
iology. Wages of teacher per month, including board, $20.00. 

The fall term of 8.6 weeks was kept by the same teacher. Various 
circumstances tended to make the school less successful than it 
might have been under more favorable conditions. Stormy weather 
and sickness prevented anything like a regular attendance. Those 
who were enabled to receive most of the benefits of the school made 
substancial advancement. Number of pupils attending 22 All 
studied reading, spelling and penmanship, 12 arithmetic, 11 geog- 
raphy, 9 grammar, and 2 physiology. Wages of teacher per month, 
including board, $22.00. 


SCOOOL NO. 4: (near Mr. Rice’s.) 


At the request of those interested, a school was established here 
in the fall, and continued 10 weeks. ‘This was not contemplated in 
the first plans of the School Board, but circumstances arose which 
seemed to render it necessary. It was in charge of Miss Belle I. 
Brown of Keene, who has taught several terms in that city. It is 
impossible to create the interest and manifest the results in a school 
of the size of this one, that may be shown in a larger one, but we 
believe Miss Brown was conscientious in the discharge of her duties, 
and labored dilligently for the good of her pupils. Number of 
scholars attending 6. All attended to reading, spelling, penman- 
ship, and arithmetic ; 1 geography, 4 grammar, 2 physiology, and 
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and 1 book-keeping. Wages of teacher per month, including board, 
$20.00. 


The names of 175 visitors are found recorded on the registers, 
which may be regarded as a hopeful sign. 

Wishing to encourage the study of orthography, the chairman 
of the School Board offered a prize of a nice book to the pupil whose 
percentage of written spelling lessons was the highest for the year. 
It was awarded to Eugene R. Jefts, his record showing 100 per cent.
